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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The limitation concerning the capacity of the medium is newly presented and only sets forth the capacity when 
(and if) the medium is in the form of a 12 cm disk. With this provisional type of language it is not even clear how to interpret this, does it 
act as a limitation on the recording layer, the structure of the medium or what ? 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argumed limitation has not been entered. 
Also, while this might mean more if the structure of the recording medium was further limited, (ie a grooved disk with a particular groove 
pitch, the reflective layer on the substrate and the recording layer formed on the reflectivce layer, the current language does not limit the 
structure in any meaningful way. The dyes coated as a film in JP 60-083892 or JP 60-232995 can be used with near field recording 
means, and are limited by format as these are not grooved. The rejection stand. t . y 
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
